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DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 
Claims 1-34 are currently pending in this application. 

In response to a previous Office action, a non-final requirement (mailed on August 23, 
2007), Applicants filed an amendment on February 25, 2008, amending claims 15-16, 21, 25, 
and cancelling claims 1-14, 18-20, 22-24, and 29-34 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1 15-16, 21 and 25-28 are under consideration and are present for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

(a) an amino acid sequence having at least 95% sequence identity to the amino acid sequence 
presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO: 3); 

(b) the amino acid sequence presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO: 3); 
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(c) a purified biologically active fragment having cellulase activity of the amino acid 
sequence encoded by the nucleotide sequence presented as SEQ ID NO: 2, wherein the identity 
is determined by the CLUSTAL-W program in MacVector version 
6.5, operated with default parameters, including an open gap penalty of 10.0, an 
extended gap penalty of 0.1, and a BLOSUM 30 similarity matrix." 

Replace "Claim 21" with "Claim 21. A purified enzyme having cellulase activity prepared by a 
method comprising the steps of: 

(a) culturing a host cell transformed with a vector comprising a nucleic acid molecule encoding 
the cellulase according to claim 15 in a suitable culture medium under suitable conditions to 
produce the cellulase; 

(b) obtaining said produced cellulase." 

Replace "Claim 25" with "Claim 25. A detergent composition, said composition comprising a 
polypeptide having cellulase activity selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) an amino acid sequence having at least 95% sequence identity to the amino acid sequence 
presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO: 3); 

(b) the amino acid sequence presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO: 3); 

(c) a purified biologically active fragment having cellulase activity of the amino acid sequence 
encoded by the nucleotide sequence presented as SEQ ID NO: 2, wherein the identity is 
determined by the CLUSTAL-W program in MacVector version 6.5, operated with default 
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parameters, including an open gap penalty of 10.0, an extended gap penalty of 0.1, and a 
BLOSUM 30 similarity matrix." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-16, 21, and 25-28 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
claimed a purified cellulase comprising a sequence selected from the group consisting of: 
(a) an amino acid sequence having at least 95% sequence identity to the amino acid sequence 
presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO: 3); (b) the amino acid sequence presented in Figure 3 (SEQ 
ID NO: 3); (c) a purified biologically active fragment having cellulase activity of the amino acid 
sequence encoded by a nucleotide sequence presented as SEQ ID NO: 3 and a detergent 
composition comprising said polypeptide. In view of Applicants' claim amendments, all prior 
rejections are withdrawn. A standard search did not produce any prior art that suggests or teaches 
the claimed invention. The claimed invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
